DEATH OF SENATOR CABPENTER. 


The telegraph last night brought the 


not unexpected news of the death of 
Senator Matthew H. Carpenter, of Wis- 
consin, who had been a sufferer 
from 


Bright'a disease of 
the kidneys for 


many months past. 
Senator Carpenter 


was a native of Vermont, and was 57 


,rs of age. 
He read law with the 


distinguished Rufus Choate,and settled 


t Beloit, Wis., in 1828. 
Ten years 


fterwards he removed to Milwaukee, 


where he has since resided. 
Before the 


war, and while he was still a young 
man, he had come to be recognized as 
one of the most brilliant'lawyers of his 
state, and was engaged in many of the 
celebrated cases which came before the 
courts. 
Mr. Carpenter was originally a 


Democrat,- and continued to act with 
that party until the rebellion, since 
rhioh time he has been a stalwart Re- 
ublican. He was elected to the senate 
a 1869, aa the successor of James R. 
)oolittle, and served the full 
term, 


ending March 4, 1875. 
During a por- 


tion of his term he acted as presiding 
officer pro tern, of the senate. 
The so- 


iled 
"Independent" 
movement of 


1874-5 resulted in defeating him for 
re-election, and he resumed the practice 
of his profession, but in 1879 he was 
again elected to the scoate, as the suc- 
cessor of Timothy O. Howe, and had 


omploted almost two years of his term 
at tho time of bis death. 


The death of Senator Carpenter will 


cause an unusual commotion in the 
political world, and there will be much 
speculation as to bis successor.

deposited daring 1880 was $19,791,077

also a slight decrease in tbe expenses. 
Tbe savings-bank depositors of New 
York now number 953,707, and their 
assets bave reached tbe vast total of 
$400,944,380.

This 
man was not even scratched, while his 
fellow occupant of the same seat, about 
whose life so many interests were link 
ed, was so hurt about the bead that 
even his remarkable natural strength 
gave no hope from the first that he 
could survive.

Mr. Lincoln is regarded as a 
young man of great vigor, ability and 
executive capacity, remarkably like his 
father for his sound common sense and 
good judgment, unaffected and modest 
to a fault, and indefatigably industrious, 
laborious and energetic in all that be 
undertakes.

In these days of great, scarcity of eggs 


which are in demand even at the sti 
price of 20 cents a do/.cn, the 
followin 


hen narrative will be of interest. Farmer 
J. M. Williams, of Bond counly, has a 
fnvorite Plymouth Rock hen, weighing 
between nine nnd ten pounds. The hen 
played the glutton not long ago, and 
gorged her crop so full of corn thai she 
suffered from iudigesiion, and 
was evi- 


dently on the point of death. Eggs be- 
ing efgs, Williams determined not to l.ise 
his hen without an effort to save her. 
He 


therefore resorted lo surgery. Cutting a 
hole three quarters of an inch long In her 
crop with bis pocket knife, he picked out 
the corn with a small wire—there was 
two-thiids of a pint of grains much swol- 
len—sewed up the crop carefully, and 
then the outer skin, aod put her in the 
hospital. That hen is now laying and at- 
tending lo her daily duties—thirty-five 
cents a dozen at retail. Besides, Williams 
has helped to develop the possibilities of 
surgery in the poultry yard.

Tragic »e»ta of a Brakmu. 


Last evening between six and seven 


o'clock, near the junction of the Monti- 
cello branch of the Wabash road and the 
main line of the Illinois Central railroad, 
about a block north of the Union depot, 
in this city, a frightful accident occurred 
which occasioned the untimely death of 
Samuel Kretsinger, a Central brakeman, 
whose age was not more than 25 years.— 
He was a brakeman on way freight Ne 
10, and his home was al Anna, Union co., 
111., where bis parent* reside. The loco- 
motive was switching near the point In the 
Central yard above indicated at the time 
stated, when Kretsinger stepped between 
two box cars to lift a coupling pin while 
the section of the train was in rapid 
motion. A sudden jerk of the locomotive 
caused Kretsinger to lose his footing and 
fall face downward upon the rail, and the 
four wheels of one car and two of anoth- 
er passed over the body of the unfortunate 
young man above the hips, crushing the 
life out of him almost Instantly. He lived 
but a few moments after he was removed 
from beneath the car. The body WRS placed 
in Baggage Master Dodson'd room, where 
subsequently the manner of Kretsinger's 
death was sifted and passed upon by a 
jury summoned by Coroner Dinneen. The 
jury returnee! a verdict exonerating the 
Ceniral railroad company from all bio me 
in connection with Ihe sad occurrence, 
and pronounced it an accidental death. 
Last night at a late hour the mangled re- 
mains of the deceased were placed in a 
coffin, nnd this forenoon the body was 
sent to Anna for interment. Kretsinger 
was unmarried and had been in the em- 
ploy of the company for about a year He 
was nearly six feel tall, and weighed 
about 100 pounds.

Mr. Daly says that after Wallace ieft De- 
catur he married a Mrs. Culver at Dan- 
ville, probably under the name of King 
He had not beard from Wallace until re- 
cently, when he learned that he had been 
indicted and arrested on the above charge 
It appears from the statement! made by 
the Bloomington papers that Wallace is 
a lecherous wretch, and that he has com- 
municated to bis step-daughter a foul dis- 
ease. It is certainly a very aggravated 
case, and Wallace will doubtless be sent 
to the state's prison for a good long term 
of years.
